THIS IS UNEVALUATED INFORMATION 
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1. Ivan Stefanov Karayanev, 38 years old and former iron worker, is Secretary 
General of the Communist Party and Cooperative Director in Kapitan Andreevo. 
Civilian movement in Kapitan Andreevo is forbidden from 10:00 p.m. to 
5:00 aam. Travel permissions for a certain period are needed only for the 
border areas. Travel permissions are not necessary from Harmanli north- 
ward, and police do not check citizens who are travelling. 


2. About forty men in Kapitan Andreevo have been chosen to reinforce the 
Zastava patrols in‘ the. areao Zastavas are located at the following: 


a. Mezek. 


b. Svilengrad; commanded by a man named Jlia. The reserve Zastava of 
Svilengrad patrols during the day. ‘ 


c, Generalovo. 


d. Kapitan Andreevo, commanded by former partisan, First Lieutenant 
Bankovo 


3. Platoon leader Vasil Altu-Parmakoy, 59 years old and from Svilengrad, is 
the Militia chief of Svilengrad. The Militia building is located at the 
western end of the city near the bridge which crosses the Lyubimets- 
Svilengrad road and Maritsa River. Platoon leader Hristo Tsamalov, 58 
years old, is commander of the Svilengrad secret police. Its offices are 
located in the Militia building. The secret police wear civilian clothes. 
Ouchastuk headquarters in Svilengrad was formerly commanded by Captain 
Velev, who is now in Elhovo. He was replaced by a major. First Lieutenant 
Kinchev is political commissar of the Ouchastuk. 
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
